PROVOCATIVE SPEECHES 

Factors which have contributed 
to the psychological alteration in- 
clude provocative speeches by Hitler 
and his propaganda minister, Paul 
Joseph Goebbels; German official 
press attacks upon Anthony 
Eden and Earl Baldwin, Chamber- 
lain’s predecessor as prime minister, 
culminating in the characterization 
of Baldwin by one newspaper as a 
gutter snipe; German press charges 
of British “atrocities”, in Palestine 
and an accumulation of other pin 
pricks which finally led Chamber- 
lain to say that he was still “wait- 
ing for a sign” from Germany that 
she would contribute to appease- 
ment. 

But the biggest factor was Ger- 
many’s notification of her inten- 
tion to avail herself of a clause 
in the British-German naval treaty 
to practically double her submar- 
ine tonnage. This spot lighted 
the fact that Germany already 
possess¢és more submarines, in 
number, than does Britain. 

Germany's renewed wave of anti- 
Jewish activities was another siz- 
able element in a definite aliena- 
tion of public opinion.

Alsace- Lorraine 

Until the seventeenth century Alsace-Lor- 
raine belonged to the Holy Roman Empire, and 
even after the greater part of it had become 
French by the Treaty of Westphalia in 1648 it was 
accorded special treatment among the provinces 
of France. During the nineteenth century Alsace 
still traded freely with the German states—the 
frontier had only a nominal existence. 

Above all, the language remained, and re- 
mains to this day, German; the common people 
have spoken a German dialect and the educated 
have written high German for over a thousand 
years. 

The experiences of the period of German rule 
(1871-1918) resulted in an intensification of local 
patriotism. During the early years, under the 
oppressive dictatorship of Bismarck, Alsace be- 
came a conscious “minority,” and when later, by 
the Constitution of 1911, the Alsatians received 
the autonomy (including a Parliament of their

Within the last few days a new window into 
the Unknown has been opened by science. Among 
other wonderful things it will make easy ocular 
identification of disease germs. It has been de- 
veloped in the electronic research laboratories 
of the Radio Corporation of America. Named the 

ultramicroscope, it has 
SCIENCE UNLOCKS nothing in common with 
WAY TO KNOWLEDGE the previous little-used 

instrument of that name, 
which focussed a powerful microscope across a 
concentrated beam of electric light. Under the 
old ultramicroscope it was possible to see colloids 
(particles of matter so small that they will not 
precipitete) revolving like little suns on their 
axes in the light beam. By the new ultramicro- 
scope far more wonderful things can be seen, in- 
cluding the position of atoms inside the molecule, 
in geometrical order much as the chemist had 
theorised them in his lattice-work diagrams. 

Optics and the light-beam are no longer used. 
Obviously nothing can be seen by means of light 
that is shorter than the light wave itself; optical 
magnification above 1,200 multiplications be- 
comes frayed and indistinct. By the use of elec- 
tronic powers it is now possible to magnify over 
a million times, and to separate objects by as 
little as one-twenty-fifth of one million-part of 


one inch.

Here is an object lesson in how science pro- 
gresses. Men in pursuit of “pure science,” seek- 
ing not uses but knowledge, search for the secret 
of matter. Dr. Johnstone Storey theorizes the 
existence of the electron—the electric particles 
that compose the atom. Sir J. J. Thomson demon- 
strated its existence and 
nature. Then the “prac- 
tical” scientists seek to 
find uses. Marconi, 
Lodge, Fleming, deForest and others in one field 
of application, develop wireless telegraphy, wire- 
less telephony and radio. The radio laboratories 
discover that the electron has a dual character, 
having characteristics both of a particle and of a 
wave. For this demonstration of the dual nature 
of the physical world, Dr. Davisson received the 
Nobel prize in physics.
